“The economies of most industrialized nations are 
booming, and the needs of the underdeveloped coun- 
tries are tremendous. The European Common Market 
alone suvon will represent a market almost as big as the 
U.S. today. In the past few years it has been growing 
at arate at least twice as fast as that of the U. S.” 


The Common Market is a force that can, and in all 
probability will, bring about something resembling an 
economic revolution in the world. It began, with com- 
paratively little fanfare, in 1957, the original partners 
being France, West Germany, the Netherlands, Italy, 
Belgium and Luxembourg.* Now Great Britain is join- 
ing, with certain reservations — the principal one con- 
cerning her apriculture. Other advanced European na- 
tions, including the Norwegian countries, Switzerland, 
Austria and Ireland are expected to come in. 


The purpose of the Common Market is the establish: 
ment, over a period of time, of a vast free trade area, 
with tariff barriers erected against non-member na- 
tions. Beyond that, the Market is designed as- an in- 
creasingly potent weapon to meet the Soviet economic 
offensive against the West. And that brings up the 
question of what the role of the United States should 
be and is to be in this transforming world.

during the second week of their 
pregnancy, at least 80 per cent 
of the embryos die or. are. mal- 
formed. However, if she carries 
out the same experiment about 
a week earlier or a week later, 
the young appear to suffer no 
adverse effects, thus underlin- 
ing the importance of proper 
diet at the critical stages of 
pregnancy. In a woman, the 
comparable period of preg- 
nancy extends primarily from 
the second to the eighth week 
of the baby’s development.
